• Two lectures were delivered last 
right before'a small audience, at {he 
Juiiiw^Buglneerlng Institute, by Mr.' 
Frwfl' fliid Mr. Archambaulti both 
Ci-adViates of McOlll. 

■Mr. Frost, who has been working 
with the constructors of the-Montreal 
Harbour Docks for the last few years, 
outlined the construction' and erection 
IVqf .crlbs; a crib is a huge, thick. wall 
||of/m%wnry forming the front -face of 
l^àjjhuboiu: dock. Wooden casings are 
pirepuedi, then floated and tui[ged to 
l^e, required emplacement. They are 
miude to rest on a structure of wood 
plilngs, the top of which reaches al- 
most to the water suîf ace. When the 
casing is finally in position, rocks and 
cement are gradually poured In to 
)i|lll 'it, the rate of filling being con- 
oiled ao as to aUow the cement to 
set properly. 

' Mr. Archambault'si papier dealt with 
the "Interference between Elecùric 
Power Lines and Telephone Lines." 
An elementary physical law states that 
•j^omdudtor - carrying a . current la 
by a magnetic field, the 
aM strength ■ of which 
ièhitnges with the current; and con- 
vecBely, a conductor lying In a mi«- 
; attic field will be affected by changes 
In the intensity and direction of the 
field,: tliat is, a change in thé - field 
-^'Ijplnduce a current in the condiic- 
ijCH^Dè^eoàicjpôwerailneB^^^^^ 
fSlSSnattog^unrents, the magnetic 
fields about these Unes vdll be con- 
tinually; changing, and will therefore 
J '- afl^tlany ^Iines lying in the vicinity, 
fiuch as a téléphone line. 

It Is an experimental fact that in- 
fluence can be exerted at distances* of 
three , or four miles, 'and very often 
trouble in a telephone line will be due 
to - defects in an electric conductor 
several miles away. Mr. Archiambault 
explained the i^ethods ' I'liiBfiiiiiat" 
neu^rtOize effects of lines 
other. For example, if the 
electric power lines are made to 
work at a 180 degree phase differ- 
ence, the magnetic effects will exactly 
balance each other and ng harm will 
be done. But should one line become 
grounded, r as' 'happens sometimes dur- 
ing à storm, the balancing effect 'of 
that line is' removed and the^ ndse 
resulting In the neighbouring tele- 
T>hone lines is unbearable. Ohe only

a ridCTtola . roster of bis admh-ers to 
his''concelftTiast night at Tudor HaU, 
wiien he gave pianoforte renditions of 
I Mozart, Beethoven, Schumann, Longas 
! Strauss, and a composition of his 
own. Mr. de Marky, wHo Is well 
'known to Montreal being a musical 
pedagogue here as well as a concert 
performer, chose a program that con- 
tained very little that is common to 
the offerings of Montreal's Muiloal 
platform, buj; which did not strain 
the artistic intelligence of the listeners 
too greatly. 

The show-piece of the evening was 
Schumann's "Carnaval," a rarely 
heard compoeltlon that would not bs 
amiss in any artist's . program. Con- 
taining an almoat endless yaiiety of 
themes, the music pictures very often 
the varied brilliancy of the affair 
suggested by, the title. The pianist 
gave one of bis best performances of 
the evening in this composition, 'Indi- 
cathig an Intelligent grasp ot the 
music, and creathig good emotional 
values. Over accentuation In the first 
parts of ttiis composition was later 
surmounted, and such movements as 
those marked Estrella, and Valse -Al- 
lemande were sufficiently vibrant and 
musically rich.- 

Xn both the Mozart and tlie Bee« 
tboven sonataa Mr. de \Marky met 
with less success. The piec^ were af • 
fected by a too mechanical temix) 
which made the compositions sound 
pedantic— rather in the saturé of àn 
exercise. In the second movement of 
the Moaart. the pianist responded to 
the music much taott^^^j^^a 
the 'Beethoven, the aè^mPlnâ%ilrd 
movements showed better acclimati- 
zation to the tempo, as well as a 
lietter instrumental tone,— something 
which was not often good enough. 

The ];>lanist'8 precise and /cle8r>cut 
fingering was an Importint detail In 
every one of the .c^pwit4onB played; 
it was particularly effective in "Ara- 
gon" by IioagaaV a thoroughly musical 
modem composition, well played, 
with, every advantage taken of the 
musiie, and as a result, the second par- 
ticular biglilight of the evening. Mr.
